Drowned. Shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday
afternoon, a distressing accident occurred at

'.Chesnut street wharf, involving the death, by vv

drowning, of an elderly lady named Mrs. Louisa
Lyons, of Chester, Pa. The steamer Ariel was
at the wharf taking; on passengers and freight
for Wilmington, prior to her 1 o'clock P. II. trip, into that city. It appears that Mrs. Lyons and a
young man, name unknown, were in the act of
stepping on to the boat, when the nans plank,
which barely rested on the edge of the boat, to
slipped, and one end of it fell downwards, car-
rying Mr?. Lyons and the young man with it
and precipitating them into the water. The
young man caught hold of something on the
side of the boat and 6aved himself, and Mrs.

She leaves a family of lour
grownup sons and one daughter, nearly all of
whom are married. She was very respectably
connected, and was much esteemed by all who
knew her.
